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DRUG Use iN oho 


This issue's feature concerns the use of drugs in Sharon High School. Recently, the feature 
staff created an anonymous survey which contained questions about people's taking drugs before 
or during school hours. We picked a random sampling of homerooms from each grade and asked 

_ students to honestly answer each question. The survey produced interesting responses, some 
unexpected and others expected. Students were also encouraged to express their opinions on 
the topic as comments at the end of the survey. 

The results of the survey indicated that the percentage of students who use drugs before 
or during school was relatively small in the ninth grade, and increased with the grade level. 
Most of the people in all of the grades were aware of the new drug laws; the survey indicated 
that the ninth graders were the most aware of Sharon's new drug laws. Both the ninth graders 
and the twelfth graders as a whole knew that alcohol was included in the laws; the answers of 
the tenth and eleventh graders about this matter varied. The survey showed that a very small 
percentage of students from each grade were on drugs when we took this survey. The percentages 
on this matter may be slightly inaccurate since some drug takers may not have been in homeroom 
at the time the survey was taken. Those who said they used drugs before or during school weashed 
whether or not thew drug use had been affected by the new laws or the lav. monitors. The 
answer "no" became more frequent as the grade increased. The type of drug used most often is 
pot, whereas morphine is the least common. Other drugs used before or during school are al- 
cohol, valium, coke, meth, etc. The frequency of drug use ranged from “every morning” to "never," 
depending on the person. Student's comments varied greatly. The statistics as well as student's 
comments appear in» the newspaper on pages 3. Like it or not, these are the facts!

As a method of de- 
termining whether or not 
drug use in Sharon High 
School has decreased, we 
informally interviewed 
groups of seniors during 
a school day. We had the 
oppurtunity to speak 
with very interested and 
informed students who as 
a whole felt that there 
were far fewer drugs in 
the school this year than 
last year. Individual

clear; perhaps it is the 
new drug policy, or may- 
beit is a number of 
other fattors. Yet the 
drug survey given to the 
students at Sharon High 
shows that anywhere fron 
22-50% of the past or 
present drug users have 
been affected by the pol- 
icy. These statistics do 
not prove anything, but 
they do indicate that the 
new drug policy has brought 
about positive results. If 
some students are being 
turned off from drugs, 
and others are finding 
them harder to obtain 
then it must mean that 
the measures being taken 
by Sharon High School to 
prevent the use and abuse 
of drugs are working.

father of punk, and the Who. All were fore- 
runners of the punk movement, which emeraed 
about 1977 as a force in modern music after 
several formation years of being relegated 
to the underground clubs of New York and 
London (where it now resides.) Punk,however, 


didn't last Tong as a force (less than two 
years): its singers generally had lots of 
energy and emotion but little else- includ- 
ing talent. Punk died as a force but left in 
its wake a group of new musicians with not 
only the energy and emotion of their punk 
predecessors but also the talent of their 
59's mentors. To the music of these people 
go the names "new wave" and "power pop.” 


While these music labels are tenuous 
titles supplied by record companies for 
radio stations and record stores, new wave 
and power pop (basically one and the same) 
can generally be defined as music full of 
emotion and energy, usually turned to con- 
plaining about anything from girls to nosey 
neighbors to militarism and other current 
political issues. It is what Bill Adler of 
the Boston Herald called "literate pessimism.
